“This campaign has just a 
few weeks to go and if this 
whole campaign is not firmly 
in place the day after Labor 
Day, my judgment is that it

O’Brien, 
although he 
has

staff chief with at least two

men—Gary 
Hart, 
the 
c a m p a i g n manager, and 
Frank Mankiewicz, a political 
strategist.

McGovern 
tried 
to 
work out his organizational 
problems in Washington 
to­ 
day. Nixon cdfetinued hi* sum­

Japanese Prem ier Kakuei Ta­ 
naka. Nixon hoped for Japa­ 
nese concessions to help ease 
the U. S. trade deficit. 


Nixon’s aides did his cam ­ 
paigning for him on the main­ 
land. In Houston, Clark Mac­ 
Gregor, chairman of Nixon’s 
re-election 
com m ittee, 
criti­ 


cized McGovern’s latest tax 
and welfare proposals. Mac­

argued

McGovern’s plans would pro­ 
duce a depression by running 
up a budget deficit of at least 
$99 billion. 


And Sen, Jacob K. Javits, 
R-N.Y., said in Cleveland that

Woo Shirtsleeves 


Some influential Republicans, busy projecting, 
think their party could be within reach of regaining 
its old majority status. But they don’t think a big 
1972 pickup of Democratic \ otes h> President Nixon 
will do much more than just get them siarted 
The reasoning about 1972 is this 
Though the polls show that unprecedented percen­ 
tages of traditionally Democratic Jews. Catholic* 
and ethnics may vote Republican this November, 
they have a very special prod. It is their gross dis* 
enchantment with mam- proposals and attitudes 
they associate with the n emocratic nominee. Sen. 
George McGovern 
Tough Republicans don'i think all of the dis­ 
enchanted will stay with Nixon until election da.' 
Yct they do count on his holding enough of them to 
give him a lai more comfortable victory than he 
scored in 1968. 
They tear, however, that even this max be mis­ 
read as eievating the Republicans to an enduring 
eminence. 
In the judgment of one GOP too list. the value of 
1972 may be only to demonstrate that solid-line 
Democrats can break the mold and move. The hard­ 
er thing, in 1976. will be to keep them, when there 
will be no prod from a controversial McGovern but 
Instead a possibly strong Democratic pull from Sen. 
Edward Kennedy. 
What, the Republicans need are new approaches 
and new mechanisms to capture and hold the dis­ 
enchanted Democrats. The GOP saw an opportunity 
to cut into labor’s ranks after 1968, but never ca­ 
pitalized. Toe- mar' 
Republicans seem t«. re<oil 
from going where the workers are — in noisy gath­ 
erings where the sleeves are rolled up and beer is 
drunk by the yard 
Some paily strategists are saying, to live Presi­ 
dent and others, that mom now on it’s goi to be 
oifierent — or 1972 may prove to be merely an anti- 
McGovem Hash in the pan that will leave the Re­ 
publican* in the minority cellar they’ve occupied lor 
40 years. 
Realistic type? are quietly proposing m iop GOP 
and White Hou*e circles that the party waste no time 
tr* developing real access to labor and other win- 
nable groups. This mean:- not simply building effec­ 
tive contact with people long ignored, but devising 
programmatic appeals whi<*h will catch their eye 
anti maybe their lasting allegiance.

Color for Chritmas is only a 
dream with 
gardeners 
in 
most of the United States. In 
California, 
however, 
it’s a 
dream come true. Not merely 
color from shrubs and tradi­ 
tional potted pants for the 
holidays, but a real carnival 
of color that comes from an­ 
nuals — color which no green­ 
house in a cooler climate can 
imitate. 
If 
a 
neighborhood 
lacks 
Yuletide color, it’s because 
the 
individual 
homeowners 
failed to act soon enough (or 
not at all) to achieve it. 
“Soon enough” means right 
now in most coastal Califor­ 


nia gardens — certainly in 
the 
next few weeks. 
The 
availability of winter bloom­ 
ing annuals will depend upon 
where you live in the Golden 
State, in the hot, interior val­ 
leys it may be late September 
or early October. The best ap­ 
proach is to check with your 
local nursery to determine 
the expected 
arrival 
date. 
Then, check in every few 
days to make sure the an­ 
nuals are available — and 
then set-out the plants right 
away. 
To enjoy early color in the 
winter garden, the annuals 
must be planted early. Get­ 


ting the plants set out early 
will assure continuous color 
into summer of 1973. 
Planting priority right now 
should be given Winter Sweet 
Peas. They should go in right 
away if you wish to cut bou­ 
quets during the Holiday Sea­ 
son. Have your nurseryman 
outline planting procedures if 
in doubt. 
Now is a good time to pre­ 
pare planting areas for winter 
blooming 
annuals. 
Dig 
in 
manure or organic materials 
into the soil to improve it and 
to enhance drainage. Or, you 
can incorporate a ready to 
use planter mix in the flower 


beds as 
you 
set out the 
plants. This combination of 
organic materials provides a 
happy environment for the 
sturdy development of the 
young transplants.

Isaksson, to name one, like the pole and used it, too. 
But after Seagren set his record, the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation (IAAF) banned the catapole, as far as 
these Olympic ■> were concerned, anyway, because it said the 
pole had not been available to everyone around the world tor 
at least a year betore the Games. 
Seagren didn’t let the matter drop there. 
He cam e here and appealed to the technical comm ittee of 
the IAAF. 
He talked, he pleaded, he demonstrated. 
He taped the catapole so that nobody could detect any ditier- 
ence between it and any other pole. He showed where It was 
actually four ounces heavier, not lighter. The technical com­ 
m ittee agreed with him there was no advantage in using the 
pole and lifted its ban. 
That was four days ago 
Now the IAAF says the pole is banned again. 
Why? East Germany protested. 
Why did East Germany protest? 
It seem s that Wolfgang Nordwig, its top vaulter, tried using 
the catapole and didn’t do very well with it. East Germany 
&aw the handwriting on the bleacher wall. Goodbye gold med­ 
al. It their bov, V oltgang, couldn’t win it, why should the 
American Seagren? 
Protest! 
Seagren, upset and disgusted, says the whole thing is "a 
vendetta against m e,” 
I saksson, who uv d the catapole to do 18 feet 1-1-4 in a 
speual meet a ! f I Paso, lex., Iasi May, is more disgusted 
than Seagren. He packed his things here and left.

Hodgkin's Disease 


Calls for Diagnosis

DEAR DR. LAMB— If a 
person had Hodgkin’s disease, 
would the routine blood check 
a person gets before surgery 
show it, or does it take a spe­ 
cial test to find it? What are 
the sympoms? I love to wear a 
low-net k dress in the sum­ 
mertime, but I don’t since I 
saw the difference in the sides 
of my neck above the collar­ 
bone. It looks like one side of 
my throat and low cheek and 
under one side of my chin is 
thicker. A person once asked 
if I had a swollen Jaw. My 
dentist X rayed my teeth and 
they were O. K. I mentioned 
this thickness to my doctor. 
He did not examine me but 
*aid these things generally 
don’t 
amount 
to 
anything 
without iurther explanation. 
This st U worries me. I am 75 
pounds over weight and 48 
years old. 
Dear Reader — 1 here is no 
way anyone can tell you whe­ 
ther or not you have Hod­ 
gkin’s disease without at least 
starting with a physical ex­ 
amination. What one person 
assumes to be thickening or 
enlargement ol an area may 
not be so impressive on ex­ 
amination or 
in other 
in- 
stanres it might be striking. 
Just plain thickening of the 
skin may be something en­ 
tirely different. 
It is true that Hodgkin’s 
disease causes enlargement of 
the lymph nodes and particu­ 
larly those around the neck. 
If the enlargement is great, a 
person may look as if he5s 
wearing a horse collar. These 
m a r k e d enlargements are 
easy to spot and a doctor can 
have a pretty good idea what 
they are just by looking at 
the 
patient 
walk 
into the 
room. But these 
of course, 
are the obvious cases. 


( 


There are other causes for 
enlargements in the neck, in­ 
cluding enlargement of the 
thyroid, which may not cause 
any other symptoms. 
Hod­ 
gkin’s disease can cause en­ 
largement of the neck or oth­ 
er lymph nodes without caus­ 
ing any pain or symptoms. 
For example, If a large mass 
is pressing on the esophagus, 
the person may have some 
trouble of swallowing. 
The blood tests that are 
usually done before surgery 
are of little h ip in diagnosing 
Hodgkin’s disc se. If the dis­ 
ease is suspected from phys­ 
ical examination, 
then 
the 
best course of action is to 
take some sections of the 
mass and have them exam- 
im-d under a microscope. This 
is usually considered the only 
definite way to establish a 
diagnosis. 
1 am always skeptical about 
what people tell me their doc­ 
tor did or did not do or said 
or did not say. There are of­ 
ten errors in communication. 
The communication gap gets 
bigger when the doctor is in a 
hurry and the patient is flus­ 
tered. Why don’t you go back 
to your doctor and tell him 
you’re worried 
about 
Hod­ 
gkin’s disease and ask him to 
examine your neck. If you 
ask him specifically to do so 
and tell him what you are 
worried about, and if he still 
doesn’t examine your neck, 
then you should find a doctor 
who will.
